Fraser, of Edinburg, has just 
ven to the Itoyal Society there the 
results of his experiments on snake- 
poison. After years of labor he has 
discovered a genuine antidote, which 
he calls autiveniiie. He has been col- 
lecting snake-poison from India, Af- 
rica, America and Australia; but it 
> only In the end of last year that he 
lumulated enough to begin his 
itematic experiments on the lower 
animals. He has it in a dried an" 
powdered furm In carefully sealed 11 
tie bottles. It is a peculiar lookin 
stuff, something like brown sugar, bt 
lot so sticky.

required 10 cause the death of an an 
ma), by startiug below that amoui 
and gradually increasing his dose, 
leaving an interval of ten days or 
fortnUht bctweeu each successive on 
he got up as high as fifty times t 
amount of minimum lethal dose wit 
out causing any bad effects to tho ai 
mal.

At present Prof. Fraser is immuniz- 
ing a horse, but he has not got suf- 
ficient venom for him, and he expeels 
to have it soon . When the horse has 
been immunized he expects to secu 
enough antivenine from it to allow i 
ita being tested chemically, so as 
fiud out the substances that antagonize 
tho venom. When he discovers these 
he can prepare the antivenine chemic- 
ally anil send the antidote to India li 
small bottles. This discovery will I t 
of very great practical importance ti 
India, because Will v- 20,000 of the pop- ] 
ulaiion are annually killed bv snake- 
bite.

FRUIT CROP REPORT 

Material Decline In Condition ior 

the Present Month. 



Washington, July 17.— The fruit 
crop report of the Agricultural De- 
pan ment for July shows a material 
decline iu condition.' The report is 
summarized as follows : 

The condition of apples has been 
materially lower tince the report ol 
Juno. Losses have been especially 
marked in important States having al- 
ready low conditions, viz., the New 
Eug\ nd Stat.-, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota, In the Piedmont legion the 
outlook is decidedly more favorabh 

In Missouri and contiguous States 
the decline has been light, not above 
3 per cent in any case, but the condi- 
tions are noi quite as high as in the 
Piedmont orcurad*. On the Pacific 
o-ta-t, conditions Mi about Upefoeii' , 
but 1 he prospects are si ill good. 
Frost at liiuo of bloom, subsequent 
drouths and heavy droppings are the 
main causes of the impaired prospects. 

The peach crop returns are also un- 
favorable. Georgia and Connecticut, 
of the leading commercial States, have 
now a high percentage, the former 
having moved up to a iOti, a gain of 
one point, the tatter declining to 90 
from 04. New Jersey ha* lost twelve 
points, and now stands at 73; Dela- 
ware thirteen point*, standing at 70. 
Maryland has advanced from 63 to 06. 
The condition Of Virginia— .V.I— is 
lower then in dune by thirteen poiuts, 
Michigan has prospect of less than 
halt a crop, while Ohio is 22 lowest of 
all. In California the condition fig- 
ure declines from 88 on June 1 to 77 
ou July L 

Frosts have done much damage to 
the grape crop, and especially in 
more Northern belt and in the Cent 
West.
